Claims 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 36-38 it is unclear as to which composition is applied to which 
substrate. Do applicants intend to claim application of mascara to hair? Thus, in claims 
36, 38 in the case line "any combination thereof is indefinite. 

Claim 39 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 38 the phrase "enhancing the appearance" is vague; it's scope is 
unclear. 

Claims 41, 42, 45 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 42-45 "improved" is vague; against what standard? 

Claims 36-39, 41, 42, 45 are allowed. 

Claims 1-3, 5-11, 29-35, 40, 43, 44, 46-49 are allowed.
